last six months as it advanced in the 
entire first three years of the war. 
Between August, 1914, and the end of 
the summer of 1917 the rise in prices 
of commodities amounted 
to 
con- 
siderably more than 100 per cent on 
an average. And since Sept. 1 last 
prices have'practically doubled again. 
Foreigners are, 
of course, hardest 


hit by the rapidly climbing prices, as 
their habits and customs are different 
from those of the French, while the 
mode of .normal life is formulated for 
the natives. 
And since Americans 
form the biggest portion of all for- 
eigners in Prance, it is the citizens of 
the United States who suffer chiefly 
from the constantly augmenting cost 
of living. 
With all enemy aliens interned 
as 
prisoners of war or In concentration 
camps, with, a large proportion 
of 


friendly aliens sent to their 
native 
countries 
or 
incorporated 
in 
the 
French army, and -with few neutrals 
permitted to enter and remain in the 
country, France is left today pretty 
much to the French and to Ameri- 
cans. 
This applies to civilians, of 
course, as many officers and men of 
the various allied armies are continu- 
ally in Paris, andit is largely due to 
their 
presence 
that prices have 
mounted skyward so steadily. 
The pinch of boosted prices is not 
felt so keenly by the 
French 
civil 
population for the reason that they 
are "at home" and their likes and dis- 
likes are catered to as a matter of 
course, whereas the demands of for- 
eigners are regarded as luxuries and 
taxed and controlled as such. 
Further, 
almost 
every French 
household has some member of the 
family mobilized and in a great per- 
centage of families no rent has been 
paid since the beginning of the war, 
no -water tax, no gas bills and no elec- 
tricity. 
Pensions and separation al- 
lowances are paid to a 
staggering 
number of persons by the 
govern- 
ment, and tho dependents of mobil- 
ized men come first In the distri- 
bution of coal, flour, sugar and other 
standard commodities. 
Never forgetting that the popula- 
tion has been under a tremendous 
strain for the last thrse and one-ha.lf 
years, the government always looks 
out first for the poor, as, for example, 
last winter when during the bitter 
freezing- spell the rich could not buy 
fuel for love nor money, coal

wood -were distributed free by sol- 
diers in army motor'trucks to the 
poor Quarters.

VALUE SAYS CROCKER 


Madison, TVis.. Feb. 27.—That it is 
the duty of "deputy income tax as- 
sessors to do all possible to bring the 
asssesed value of property in their 
countiea up to a true value, was tho 
statement made by F. A. Crocker at 
a meeting of assessors of income held 
at the capitol 
today. 
His 
tables 
showed Dane county ranked highest 
and Vila county lowest. 
"In 1911 when the Tax Commission 
•was given the appointment 
of 
as- 
sessors of incomes," said Mr. Crocker, 
"the ratio of assessed to true value 
of the State of Wisconsin was C4.SO 
per cent. 
Tho following- year 
this 
ratio increased to 71.S9 per cent and 
now after the assessment of ID 17 it is 
86.14 per cent. This is a very credit- 
able showing: when you consider the 
fact that the true value of the taxable 
property in Wisconsin has increased 
during this six year period approxi- 
mately 5.25 per cent each year. 
"However, during 1917 
the

sessor.'! of Wisconsin had barely kept 
pace with the Increase in valuation. |
